THE FRESHMEN 



It has always been the custom, in the univcrsilit-s of this con- 
tinent at least for the uppciclassmcn to "sit" on the meinbeis of the 
freshman year on every possible occasion. Almost every college, 
whether large or small, has its code of laws governing almost every 
action of the unfortunate newcomers. 

Not only is their every movement regulated by those who, by 
virtue of the fact that they matriculated a year or so earlier, have con- 
stituted themselves into a band of tyrants, but these self-appointed 
guardians of the verdant searchers after knowledge also devise all 
sorts of methods for Hazing and otherwise annoying their recently 
arrived fellow-students. At some universities freshmen arc forbid- 
den to smoke or drink and arc required to wear a certain kind of 
cap, probably as a badge of their supposed inferiority. At other 
colleges they are "hazed" and mauled at almost every opportunity 
and, their life to a certain extent is no doubt made as burdensome as 
possible. 

History docs not stati- wKcro this ciislom originated nor are 
any good reasons given for the existence of such a state of affairs. 
Probably it began with the idea that, at the start of their academic 
life, students should be imbued with the idea of their general un- 
worthiness and lack of knowledge. This object, however, has evi- 
dently been lost sight of lately and it now seems to be only a ques- 
tion of seeing how miserable the existence of the freshman can be 
made. It is a significant fact that this relic of barbarity is more in 
vogue at the smaller and less-important universities, although it must 
be admitted that even a few of the well-known institutions still cling 
to this method of subduing the lower-classmen. Although it waS; 
the custom several years ago at McGill to hold some form of initia- 
tion, the practice has now died out and is almost forgotten. In its 
last stages it resolved itself into a yearly "rush" held early in the 
fall term; but owing to the fact that the first year was generally 
victorious and also to objections from all quarters, this was finally 
abandoned three years ago. 

Since that time there has been no attempt to revive the custom 
and the results indicate that the best course has been followed, for, j 
if we arc correct in assuming that the idea of freshman rule? was to 
show the general worthlessncss of the incoming students, the object \ 
of the whole thing would certainly be defeated. One of the most' 
noticeable features of this year's Freshman class at McGill is the 
way its members arc turning out for the different Undergraduate 
activities. In this particular at Ica.t, they completely outshine any 
other year. A concrete example of this may be found in the entry- 
lists for the Freshman-Sophomore sports which took pla^e last Sat- 
urday. The records show that not only did the Freshman entries 
outnumber those of the Sophomores by about two to one but the first 
year athletes defeated their opponents by almost an equal percent- 
age. It is not only in sport,, however, that the frcshies are showing 
enthusiasm and ability. The practices of the Rooters' Club are at- 
tended mainly by first year men and most of the applications for po- 
sitions on the "Daily" staff are from members of the same class. Is 
there unusual apathy this year on the part of upperclassmcn where 
undergraduate activities are concerned or are the freshmen more en- 
thusiastic than is usual? We arc inclined to the belief that the lat- 
ter is the reason for the unfavorable showing which is being made by 
the second, third and fourth years in almost every branch of under- 
graduate endeavor. 

The Freshmen have started the session in the right way and if 
they continue their record of achievement should make this a year to 
be remembered in the history of their class.
